I, the undersigned, heve considered the application of Grapette Bottling Company
through their agent, E. B, Edwards, for permission to operate & private gasoline
plant consisting of a 550 gallon unlerground tank and pump for the sole purpose
of servicing their own motor eguipment and from which no gasoline is to be sold,
upon property located on the west side of Lamer Blvd., which property is designetpd
as Lot 1, Stark Addition in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally
known as 5636 Lamar Blvd.

#Phis property is located in & "C1l" Commercial District and I recommend that this
permit be grented subject to the following conditions:

#{1), That the gasoline tenks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that sll tenks and pumps
shall be installed in complisnce with the Ordinance governing the storage and
hendling of gesoline.

n{p) That all tenks snd pumpe shall be located ot nearer than 10 feét to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading or
receiving gasolineor other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free pass
of traffic on either the sidewslk, street or alley.

"(3), That "NO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be p ominently displayed and o
‘person shsall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline is handled or
stored,

n(4), That all fees chall be paid and a permit secured from the Building Inspec—
tor's Office before any inetallation work ia stared, and that no equlipment shell
be vlaced in operation until after finel inspection and approval of seame.

Councilman Drake offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas (ompany has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in
the streets in the City of Austin hersafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESCLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streests:

(1) A9 x 8 x 7 gas regulator pit in Eagt 45th
Street, the centerline of the 6! axis to be 5' north
of and parallel %o the south line of East 45th Street,
and the centerline of the 9' axis to be 12! east of
and, parallel to the east line of Speedway.

{(2) A gas main in SOUTH 3RD STREET, from a point
116 feet north of Post B8ak Drive northerly 50 feet,
the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet
west of and parallel to the east property line of
sald SOUTH 3REB STREET.

Szid gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(3) A gas main in BAST 13TH STREET, from a point
195 feet east of Walnubt Avenue easterly 51 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south
of and parallel to the north property line of said
EAST 13TH STREET.

Said gas malin described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2} feet.

(4) A gas main in GRAHAM STRERT, from Rast 12th Street
southerly 920 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 7.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property line
of said GRAHAM STREET.

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of
not less than 23 feet.

(5) A gas main in BROOKVIEW ROAD, from a point 250
feet north of Hast 3854 Street northerly 109 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet west of
and parallel to the easi{ property line of said BROOK-

VIEW ROAD,
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. . Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(6) ‘A gas main in WALNUT AVENUE, from a point 164 feet
south of BEast 19th Street northerly 98 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and
parallel to the east property line of said WALNUT AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet,

(7) A ges main in SAN SABA STREET, from a point 85
feet north of Bast 8th Street northerly 32 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said SAN S5ABA
STREET,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2§ feet.

(8) A gas main in EAST 16TH STREET, from a point 93
feet east of McKinley Avenue easterly 53 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of and
parallel to the north property line of said EAST 16TH
STRERET, :

Sald gazs main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(9) A gas main in BAST 14TH STREET, from a point 147
feet east of Sanchez Stireet westerly 484 feet, the cen-
terline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said EAST
14TH STREET,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(1) A gas main in CLIFFORD AVENUE, from East 14th
Street northerly 118 feet, the centerlineof which gas
main shall be 715 feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of said CLIFFORD AVENEE.

S8aid gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. ' When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assigmmants, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is reqiired. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
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of any underground utility dameged during the construction of lines named in thig
resolution. ,

AND THAT whenewver pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfiiling of the ditches.

THAT the work any laying of said ges meins, including the excavation
in the streets,and the restoratlion snd maintenance of sald streets after said
maing have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certein fran-
chises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

MR. STUART LONG, speaking for the 10th Ward Civic Club, asked that somethi
be dore about dividing the precinets, perticularly Wards 7-B and 7-A and asked
if they could be divided in the middle. The Fire Station on 2nd Street was sug-~

eeted as & god polling place in addition to the Central Fire Station. Ward

emorial Church andMetz Schools would be good polling plseces also. Mr. Long
stated the Civic Club plamnned to ask the Commissioners' Court in August, if the
Council would change them thls year. The Mayor suggested changing them the same
time the Commissioners! Court, end all changes be made for 1952, simce the poll
texes have slready been paid and precincte designated. Councilmen Long moved
that the City Menager be instructed to have the Legal Department make & study of
this before next August and bring back recommendations regarding chenging of
Werd Boundsries, creating smaller wards; and to get this study under wey to sub~
mit t0 the Commissioners' Court and both work together on it. The motion, seendegd
by Councilmen Johnson, carried by the following vote:

The City Mansger stated one of the City's bond couponsg- had been found in
a bank veult in Michigen. It had been lost in a safe. It is No. 7, Refunding
Bond No. 525, dated July 1, 1916; Coupon dated January 1, 1920, in the amount of
$23.75, submitted by the First National Bank, Howell Michigen, to the Capital
National Bank under date of Januwary 13, 1951, Councilman Drake moved that the
Coupon be honored, to be pald cut of the Interest and Sinking Fund. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Johnsom, carried by the followlng vote:

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COUNCIIMAN LONG agked the Council not to pass the water rate inecresse, as
she had gone through the budget and had studied it a 1ittle more and found that
there were 21 jobe that ‘had been ereated, but not yet filled, which could be
eliminated. In 1949 the City had 1924 jobs as shown in the Budgeti in 1950, a
year thet held opportunity to do:ithinge with $17,000,000 gppropriated, there were

1915 jobs in the budget, which is less than 1949, In 1951, e yesar in which there|:

will be shortages, there are 2156 jobs. In 1950, when we had & chance to go

full speed, we dld not spend all the money. She felt the money that would be ob~
tained from the water rate incresse would not be needed to pay the increese in-
salaries, as there were set out in the new personnel, $559,41%5, and that is more
than is set up in the present budget to psy incresges. The increase in the pay~
roll of 1951 1is almost $1,000,000 over last year--$978,887. She stated in view
of the situetion, the City would not need those 2U1 extra people; amd this was-
not a forecest, but a comparison with 1950 when the City could have gone full-
speed. The City Manager explained that the extra labor was not coming out of
operations, but out of the capital expenditures, and it would come out of bond
money. He stated the amount of extra labor wes estimated to take care of the
extre contract jobs thet we mast do; end thet money would come out of bondmoney,
and would not help in the operating budget; and the $U00,000 was set up for
employees in the operation. COUNCILMAN LONG stated the budget reflects 1917
employees, but there was an error of 177 employees not being shavn in the Trash
and Garbege section. The Mayor asked thet the 241 employees that could be cut
out, be shown &8 to where they were listed. Councilman Long stated they were
shown all through the budget--personnel in every Department. The City Manager
stated &ll of these employees would be pleked up to do the extra jobs; if we were
able to g0 on with the work. He statedemployees in the Ytility Department were
used both ways-—-operation and on contract. Councilmen Long stated there was a 1
sum for lsbor; and she figured this lump sum; would hire sbout 54 men. The Cipy
Manoger estated the lump sum would be need partly for taking care of overtime.

The Budget ig set up for straight time purposes. Councilmen Johnson indicated

a lerge amount of overtime would be spent durirng this week of bad weather for
sanding the streets. Councilmaen Long stated in comparison with 1950 that she
doubted if the 241 people would be used; yet money would be collected from the
people to lay up end do nothing. The Clty Maneger stated if the capital jobs wex
not done, the bond money would not be spent., He stated the budget was the most

realistic budget ever presented to the Council. If the general cost of operatioﬂ?

ig 0 be out down, the services will have to be cui down.

COUNCIIMAN DRAKE &sked the City Manager to eubmit the nunber of employees
on operation and maintenance, and the number of employees anticipated in the
Budget for capitel improvements. He added he would like a copy of the number
of employees in the Police Department this year and last--in the Electric Depart-+
ment--what ig there for operstion and what is there in the capital improvementis,
ete.

MR. E. C. DUKE, representing the Texes State Guard, ssked for $25.00 a
month from the City to help defray the expenses of this organization. &He ex-
plained 1ts functions. He stated they needed this assistance for miscellaneous
